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AUTHENTIC PARTICULARS, 
Relative to the lofs of the Pandora Frigate, Captain Edwards. 


()‘ the 17th of November, 1790, his Majefty’s frigate Pandora, 
failed trom: England in queft of the pirates who had forcibly 
feized his Majefty’s ftore-fhip, the Bounty, commanded by lieutenant 
Bligh, and after refrefhing at Teneriffe and Rio Janeiro, they proceed- 
ed towards the Pacific Ocean. 

On the 23d of March they arrived at Otaheite, where, after fome 
difficulty, they fecured 14 out of 16 of the pirates that had been left 
there by the Bounty (the other two having been murdered, either a- 
mong themfelves or by the natives,) as alfo a {mall fchooner they had 
built with the affiftance of the natives, with an intention to carry them 
to India. They had really failed, but meeting with bad weather, and 
difagreeing among themfelves concerning the abilities of the perfon 
they had appointed to command her, had returned to Otaheite fome 
time before the Pandora’s arrival. 

The Bounty left Otaheite with Chriftian, the chief, and eight others 
of the pirates, fome time in September, 1789, after dividing the arms, 
and other {mall ftores equally with the above mentioned pirates; and 
although the Pandora cruifed three or four months in thofe feas, and ex- 
amined a great number of iflands (feveral of which are new difcoveries) 
they could not get the leaft intelligence either of the Bounty or the re- 
maining pirates, 

From journals kept by pirates on board the Bounty, it appears that 
after forcing lieutenant Bligh, his officers and men out of the thip they 
went to Torbanie, an ifland in thole feas, difcovered by Capt. Cooke, 
where they propofed to fettle; but having deftroyed the bread-fruit and 
other plants that were on board the Bounty, and finding themfelves in 
want of many other neceffaries to complete their {cheme, they return~ 
ed to Otaheite to get fuch articles as they were ia need of. On their 
arrival, they told the natives that they had met with Capt. Cooke at an 
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ifland, where he intended to make a fettlement, and had left the bread. 
fruit and other plants with him; alfo lieutenant Bligh, and the other 
abfentees, to aflift in the bufinefs they had in hand; and that Captain 
Cooke had 5 / Chriftian commander of the Bounty, and had 
fent them to Otzheite for more bread-fruit, plants, hogs, fowls, &c, 

The natives overjoyed to hear that Captain Cooke had fettled fo near 
them, in a fhort time fupplied them with goo hogs, a bull, a cow, and 
a great quantity of poultry, and other articles; alfo with fome ot the 
natives of both fexes; and with which they returned to Torbanie. 

On their arrival, they landed their flock on {mall iflands near the 
mouth of the harbour, lightened the fhip, and hauled her oppoiite to 
the place which they propofed to fortify. After making fome progrefs 
with their fortification, they difagreed among themfelves ; and havin 
frequent fkirmithes with the natives, which were generally occafioned 
by their depredations and other violences, the work on the fort ceafed ; 
and Chriftian, finding he had entirely loft his authority among them, 
propofed that they fhould confult together, and confider what was beft 
to be done; and that he would put into execution, the refolution that 
was fupported by the greateft number of votes. Arter long confulta- 
tions among themfelves, it was at laft agreed to relinquifh the plan of 
fettling at Torbanice, and to return to Otaheite, and that thofe who 
chofe to ftay there might, and others that chofe to ftay by the thip, 
might go where they thought proper. They accordingly proceeded to 
Otahite, and feparated as before mentioned. 

Captain Edwards, having given up all hopes of finding the remain- 
ing pirates was returning home by Endeavour Straits wherethe Pandora 
was unfortunately loft on the reef of New South Wales, on the 2gth 
of Auguft, 1791, in lat. 23 South. Ninety-nine of the people were 
faved by the boats ; thirty-four were loft with the fhip, among whom 
were four of the pirates. They went with boats toa {mall ifland about 
three miles from the wreck, where they landed the few articles of pro- 
vifion, &c. they had faved, and aba Sas returned in fearch of the 
ag that were mifling, but had not the good fortune to find any of 

em. \ 

Every body was new bufily employed fitting the boats for their in- 
tended paflage to Timor, which occupied them two days, during which 
time they fent a boat to the wreck; the only article they got trom her 
was, the main-top gallant-maft (being nearly even with the water edge) 
and the lightning condu@or, which proved very ufeful on the account 
of the fcarcity of mafts. : 

On the gift of Auguft, having completed the boats, they launched 
them and embarked, having been on the following allowance of pro- 
vifions and water fince the lofs ot the fhip to her arrival at Timor: To 
each man two ounces otf bread, two {mall glaffes of water, and one ot 
wine, the three being nearly equal to half 2 pint; half an ounce of ef- 
fence of malt, and half an ounce of portable foup. 

After a paffage of three days, they touched at Prince of Wales’s 
iflands, in the ftraits, and’filled every veffel they had that would hold 
water, which barely amounted toa gallon for ¢ach man; after which 
they proceeded through Endeavour-Straits, to Timor, where all the 
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boats arrived between the 16thand 18th of September, without having 
loft a man, although the allowance ot water and provifions was fo very 
{mall, and they were crowded into four boats, viz. two {mall cutters, 
the long boat, and pinnace. They had unfortunately parted company 
with the fchooner they took from the pirates (which Captain Edwards 
had armed and fitted as a tender) off the Navigators ifland. They ar- 
rived with the {chooner at Samoran, in the idfand of Java, nearly at 
the fame time Capt. Edwards did at Timor, after enduring great hard- 
fhips for want of provifions and water. 

On their arrival at Compang, the capital of the Dutch fettlements at 
Timor, they were treated with the greateft humanity and attention, by 
Governor Wanjon, and the other gentlemen of the place. There 
they found 8 men, a woman and two children, that had made their 
efcape from Botany Bay, in an open fix-oared cutter. 

Thefe villains impofed on Governor Wanjon, by pretending to have 
been caft away on the coaft of New Holland, in a tranfport bound to 
Botany Bay: but in a fhort time having given the fettlement fome 
fpecimen of their former profeflions, and in a difpute among them- 
. felves called each other convict, Governor \Wanjon examined them, 
and finding the ftory ot their being caft away a talfhood, confined them- 
until the 6th of Oétober, when he delivered them to Capt, Edwards, 
who had taken a paflage with his fhip’s company, on board of a Dutch 
fhip bound to Batavia, where they waited tor a paflage to England. 

The beginning of laft December, Capt. Edwards had agreed to fend 
20 of his people home in each of the comp»ny’s fhips that failed firlt 
for Europe, and an officer with them; to go with the laft divifion 
himfelf, and to take the provifions with him. 

Capt. Hunter, of his Majefty’s fhip Sirius, lately lof on Norfolks 
Ifland, failed from Batavia about the middle of laft October, for 
England, with his fhip’s company, on board of a Dutch thip, that had 
been at Botany Bay with provifions and which was purchafed by 
Governour Phillips on account of government, for that purpole.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


WARSAW, JuNE 2. 

T is underftood here, that his Majefly will fet out at the beginning 

of next month to put himfelf at the head of the army. 

In confequence of war being declared, the Ruflian Ambaffador quits 
Warfaw in a few days, 

A body of 6000 Ruffians have already entered the Polifh Usrain, and 
hoftilities have commenced between the Coffack RuMians and the ad- 
vanced pofts of General Wielhorfki in that province. 

BRUSSELS, June. 

The main body of M. la Fayette’s army occupies part of the territo- 
ry of Leige, extending towards Charleroi. It is about 20,000 fong ; 
is receiving daily reinforcements, andis exercifed in grand inilitary 
evolutions with great afliduity. 

The French camp between Dunkirk and Oftend threatens Flanders, 
which our Generals feem to have left naked, in order to concentrate 
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their forces near Tournay, Moris, and Namur. The camp de Halles is 
forwarding with the greateft poflible a€tivity ; it is intended to cover 
Bruffels on all fides, in cafe of an unexpetted defeat on the frontiers. 


P A RI S, June 8. 

Things in themfelves the moft trivial, become of importance in fuch 
a fituation as ours, The Municipality came to a refolution that no 
— fhould be obliged to take any notice of the proceflion of the 

oft, and that no public force fhould be called out to attend it. This 
refolution, which left every man to do as he pleafed, was i a 
as an intentional infult to the Catholic worfhip ; and notwithitanding a

Extra€ of a letter —* The ftronge{t apprehenfions were entertained 
thata riot would take place here on his Majefty’s birth-day. An efhigy 
of Mr. Dundas has been prepared, with an intention to burn it at the 
Crofs, by fome people who were difpleafed with his conduét in propof- 


‘ing only a gradual abolition of the Slave Trade, and oppofing the 


Scots Borough Reform. 

“* Our fycophantic Magiftrates to prevent thisdifgrace tg their patron, 
and to gain his favour, had three troops ot horfe parading the ftreets by ten 
inthe morning. Thus the peaceable inoffenfive inhabitants, while going 
about their lawful bufinefs, found themfelves under military law. Ata 
time when there was no croud in the ftreet, nor a difpofition to riot, the 
horfe rode with great fpeed, and with drawn {words cutting ana flafhing 
on each fide to make the people difperfe. They even rode on the foot 
pavement. Many people could not get out of the way time enough ; 
one man was trampled to death and feveral were wounded. One gen- 
tleman, while in cuftody, was cut on the fhoulder by a dragoon. One 
old man by the name of Guile, felling milk on the foot pavement, was 
thrown down, and had both his legs broken, A little boy fitting on the 

avement with his legs on the ftreet, had his legs and feet jammed to a 


jelly by the horfes. 


* On Tuefday night fome people afiembled in George’s-fquare, to 
effe&t their purpofe of burning the efligy of Mr. Dundas; but they 
were interrupied. This drew together a mob. The Sheriff read the 
riot aét, and, on their refufal to difperfe, he ordered the foldiers to fire. 
Four men, a painter, a glazier, a mafon, and another, were killed on 


-the fpot. Many were much wounded, feveral are in the infirmary, 


two of whom are thought beyond recovery. 
‘““On Wednefday night the mob affembled in great numbers, again 


to make another endeavour to exprefs their hatred of Mr. Dundas. 


And whether the Magiftrates were tired of killing, or the foldiers of 


coming, they were allowed to effe&t their purpofe without iicrrup- 


tion. On which they very quietly difperfed.” 
“Thus, Sir, five people have loft their lives, and many their limbs 
and comfort through life, to prevent that, which, after all, was not pre- 
: vented-— 
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vented—the burning of a few rags ftuffed with ftraw, under the title of 


the reprefentative of Mr, Dundas.”

Thurfday morning the corpfe ot a young woman was found in one 
of the docks near Kenfington ; an inqueft fat upon the body, their ver- 
diét is, we/ful murder by perfons unknown: We cannot refrain from 
commurftcating fuch intelligence as has come within the range of our 
enquiry. Her name is Elizabeth Reeves, about 17 years of age; 
handfome ; apprentice to a mantay-maker, and courted by a young 
tradefman of the vicinity, to whom it was reported fhe was fhortly to 
be efpoufed. 

In the afternoon of Wednefday, afier her day’s work was at an end, 
fhe had requefted leave ot her miftrefs to take a walk to market, to 

urchafe fome fruit; for which purpofe, the had obtained liberty, 
and a {mall fum of money, from her miftrefs; who faw no more of 
her until yefterday ; when, as it has been traced, a boy, being on the 
fatal whart ata very early hour, obferved a man heaving ftones on 
fomething, which the boy foon difcovered to be the dead body of a 
mai or woman he could not tell which; that the inftant the man faw 
the boy, he leaped into a batteau, and pufhed off a few yardstoa thal. 
lop, that lay convenient, to which he made faft the batteau, and then 
boarding the thallop, the latter put off with the tide down the river, 
which was favourable to the defign at this moment. 

The body of a female, with gold ear-rings, and fome other marks of 
refpettability, foon atirafted the notice of the citizens ; and the norle 
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reaching the ears of her miftrefs and an uncle, (for the unfortunate girl 
was an orphan) her perfon was foon afcertained. A comb which fhe 
wore in her hair was found at fome paces diftant, lying in contaét with 
a man’s black cravat, which has been fuppofed to belong to ! hu- 
manity forbids our proceeding in this horrid recital ; except to men- 
tion, that fome officers belonging to the cuftom-houfe fent off a boat, 
as did feveral others, after the fhallop before mentioned. 

Juftice Coats took an aétive part to inveftigate and-difcover the per- 
a of this infernal deed; proteffienal perfons of both fexes were 

rought to examine the body, and it was the opinion of the women 
that the unhappy gfrl had been and then murdered! from 
the marks of violence on her face and other parts. 

Surely the earth and fea combined could not hide a villain of fo deep 
a die as he who has committed a crime like this—let him take refuge 
in the hollows of the mountains, or in the bottom of the deep aby{fs— 
he muff and wu! be vomited up again to appeafe the juitice of the 
virtuous living. 

NEWS FROM FRANCE. 

Captain Boys, of the thip Perfeverance, arrived here yefterday 
afternoon from Havre de Grace, which place he left on the igth of 
June, brings intelligence, on the whole, agreeable. 

The report of the fuccefs of General Fayette’s army, which we gave 
fome days fince, and which was fo much doubted, if not confirmed 
by accounts now received, at leaft provesto have been not without 
foundation ; witnefs the following extraét of a letter from an Ameri- 
can houfe in Havre to their correfpondent in this city. 

With refpeét to our markets, but little alteration have taken place 
finee our Jaft; but our exchanges with all foreign places have taken 
confiderable favour ; that on London has rifen trom 14 to 1g, and is 
itill on the rife. 

- Newsis juft ie letter is dated the 17th] received in town by pri- 
vate letters, and by this day’s paper, that on the 12th inilant, a gene- 
ral engasement took place, between the Auftrians and the French 
army under General la Fayette, in which the Auftrians were beaten 
with a lofs of two thoufand men, left on the field of battle, befides 
fome prifoners taken by the French, with eighteen pieces of cannon. 

This intelligence is confirmed in a Paris paper of the 14th. The 
engagement happened not far from Namur, near which place the en- 

‘ emy were in great force, as a falfe march towards it, was made to mif- 

Jead them. 

The Polifh army effeétually oppofed an attempt of the Ruffians to 
crofs the Dniefter, the latter were obliged to turn back to their en- 
campment. 

The inhabitants of Pountrui have fhewn a defign to affert their in- 
dependence. 

A decree has been reported in the National Ailembly of France, 
authorizing the executive power to treat with the United States of 
America, tor provifions to the amount of four millions of livres, to be 
delivered at St. Domingo.

ed intention, fhot him inftantly dead. Not peat with thus hav- 
ing deftroyed a fellow man, but farther to fatiate his favage barbarity, 
with the butt end of the mufket cruelly mutilated and bruifed the face 
ot the corpfe. The murderer was immediately feized, and now in 
Kingfton gaol awaits his trial and fate ; by which it is to be hoped the 
world will be delivered from fo fell a monfter.

It was once the glory of England 
that a plentiful country was given by heaven to a holpitable and char- 
itable people ; but, as Mr. Fuller fays, good houfe-keeping fetched 
its laff groan in Kent ; and there are {mall hopes it will ever come to 
life again, whilft coftly equipages and gaudy liveries on idle fellows’ 
backs take away what was wont to be laid out in filling empty bellies.”
